1. necessary clearance are obtained from the Director General CivilAviaton and International Airport Authority 
of India and conditions if any, imposed by the above two authorities shall be strictly complied with ;

No smoking or use of naked light shall be permitted within the cordoned area, and; 

6. the vans carrying above explosives shall proceed to the storage magazines licensed under the Explosives Rules, 
1983, and no undue delay shall be made on the way and all relevant rules and local regulations shall be observed 
during the transport.
